THE DRUMMERS UCBN4K LAW. 


The Austin Reveille has the follow- 


ing. 


The commercial travelers in San 


Francisco have taken the initiatory 
steps toward asking relief of the Ne- 
vada Legislature from the payment 
of a tax known as the "drummers" 
license of $26 per month. Commit- 
tees were appointed by a meeting 
held on Saturday in San Franuisco, 
one of which is to prepare a petition, 
copies of which are to be placed in 
the hands of agents travhng through 
out the State for signatures. The 
law was created (we believe) at the 
last session of the Legislature. The 
license being issued only for one 
month, in reality amounts to a tax of 
926 for one day .as the traveling agent 
usually transacts bis business in each 
town visited in that length of time. 
As a petition will donb'less be circa 
lated for signatures, it is well to oon 
eider the justness of the law, so as to 
be prepared for the document when 
presented. The tax is too high, to 
say the least of it. We incline to the 
opinion that the law should 
be 


changed so as to impose a moderate 
annual license, to be issued by each 
county in the State. This would 
simplify *h° matter, and ba more 
•atiffactory.

The Orr Ditch. 


What is now known as the Orr 


Water Ditch was first located and 


weed, as its name indicates, by 
leory Orr, about the year 1870, who 
hen owned a ranch about one and a 
lalf miles west of Beno on the 
'rnokee river. The ditch was com- 
leted from its head to his ranch a 


distance of about three miles. Be- 
ure going farther it might be well 
o state that it had its source then as 
now at the chalk bluffs about one 
mile east of what was then known as 
he old Hunter bridge.

wned said ditch until the year 1873, 


when it was purchased by Daniel 


'owell, Jrio. P. Meyers, Geo. Snively 
.ml Alouzo Dodge; Henry Orr still 
eserringan interest sufficient to irri-

land he then owned,

>arties paying for their interest $500 
n gold coin. As they nil owned 
agebrush lands below and along the 
oothills it was resolved to lengthen 
and enlarge to accommodate tho 
wants of all.

The ditch 
changed hands several times during 
his period of two years between '73 
and '75. It was then incorporated 
under the name of the Orr Flume 
and Ditch Co. Bounded on the west 
as above described and flowing in a 
jeneral northeasterly direction along 
the foothills north of Beno and ter 
minatiog at a point called the Sum- 
mit, between Jas, Ganlt's and B. A. 
Frazier's ranches a distance of twelve 
miles, together with 20 feet of water 
right or 2,880 inches miner's meas 
urernent. 
The stockholders under 


corporation were Daniel W. Powell 
and Gault owning 10 shares, Henry 
Orr 7, Eagene C. Goooh 7, Daniel 
W. Bryant 3% and B. A. Frazier 3%; 
making a total of 31 shares valued at 
$500 each, and a capital stock of 
815,500. 
Work was again 
com- 


m'enced with a view of extending and 
enlarging to the end of the corpora- 
tion, and was finished last Spring, 
having a capacity of about nine 
hundred inches or nearly thirty 
inches per share, selling at a premium 
of twenty-five tj forty per cent. The 
Co. deserve great credit in pushing 
forward the work in the face of BO 
many difficulties, financially and oth 
ervise, to construct it even large 
enough to supply its own wants. 
Last Spring the ditch was extended 
under a new corporation to Spanish

TBE CORN CHOP OF CALIFORNIA 


This year's cora crop will be the 


largest ever raiaed iu California. Ba 
cently letters of inquiry were sen! 
from this office to gentlemen in the 
difftrant corn produciag 
counties 


known to be well informed in regard 
to the matter, and tl,a substance of 
tbe replies is as follows: Iu Los An 
geles, the banner corn county of the 
State, tbe crop is immense, there hav 
ing been from 25 to 30 per cent, more 
planted than ever before, and as less, 
porportionatelv, will be needed for 
home consumption, the receipts from 
that county will be much larger than 
usual. In Ventura county the acre 
age in corn is larger than in any pre- 
vions season, and the yield is abun- 
dant and of good quality. Owing to 


-tilB-favorable weatber the crop will 


be maiketedin first-class condition. 
It ia estimated that the gross yield 
•will ba abont 300,000 eks, of which 
22,000 sks will be needed for bog feed 
. and sead. As in L >s Angsles, there 


was from 25 to 30 per cent, more 
planted in San Bernardino cocnty 
than in any year heretofore, and a 
foil average crop is expected. Ow 


• log to the low price of pork, it is 


thought that comparatively little will 
be used for hog feed in this county. 
San Diego county farmers do not 
plant their their corn until after the 
l»-ley crop is harvested, and no reli- 
able information as to the acreage or 
yield is yet obtainable.

Lais Obispo correspondent says that 


-- in that oonnty the crop is late, and 


lie can only approximate the yield. 


• Ibe valley portions of the coun'y, 
..Including tb% coast section from Sao 
"Cimeon on the north to Arroyo Gran 
de on the south, about sixty miles 
long by ten to twenty miles wide, is 
largely planted in corn, and the 
jield is good, and estimated at ten 


• times more than for any former year. 


In the valley portions of the interior. 
corn ha^ also been largely planted,
